REPRECINCTING 
WORK IN BOSTON 
NOW BEING DONE 


Board of Elections Complete 
Work in Eastern Section and 
Charlestown and Is Now Busy 


in Wards of Old City 


Work of, reprecincting Boston is now 
being done by the board of elections of 
which John M. Minton is chairman. The 
election commissioners have finished with 
East Boston and Charlestown. Now they 
are at work making the new precincts 
in the rearranged wards of the old city 
and later will take up the more out- 
lying sections. 

In the-work Chairman “Minton “ts be- 
ing assisted by Commissioners M. W. 
Burlen, the secretary, and Frank Sei- 
berlich. There is a vacancy in the board 
at present, David B. Shaw now being 
in charge of the penal institutions de- 
partment. 

Under the direction. of the city coun- 
cil, which on Dec, 28 last year passed 
the ordinance arranging the city into 26 
new wards, it was stipulated that when 
new precincts were formed by the board 
of elections they should consist of ap- 
proximately 500 votes. 

According to Chairman Minton, the 
total number of precincts wil remain 
as at present, 225. The problem with 
the board is to divide the new wards 
into voting divisions with as nearly as 
possible the stipulated number of *votes. 
The precinct lines, as far as the commis- 
sioners have gone, have been changed 
quite considerably. In some of the re- 
maining wards, and there are about 20 
of them to be gone over, the precinct 
lines-are likely to be changed still more 


ward lines have resulted from the redis- 
tricting. 

Under the law the new ward lines in! 
Boston and the new voting precincts will 
not be in existence so far as actual vot- 
ing is concerned wntil the state pri- 
maries are held next year. 

“Tt will be several weeks, probably Six 
weeks, until we are through with this 
work, » said Commissioner Burlen today. 
“We don’t care to discuss what we have 
done in detail now for many reasons. 
The work is exacting and the detail

MADRID, Spain—Were it not for the 
war with its detrimental effects upon 
the most innocent of neutrals, Spain 
might now be enjoying a period of tran- 
quillity and success such as she has not 
been blessed with for some years past. 
At it is she battles against adugrsity. 
The district elections are now com- 
pleted. They have passed off without 
any conspicuous incident, and the re- 
sults may be regarded as - satisfactory 
to the state. The chief figures are 232 
seats to the Ministerialists, 143 to the 
Liberals, 44 to the Democrats, and 37 
to the Republicans. But Spain is a 
great land of little parties, each given 
to its own special machinations, and we 
have an excellent illustration of the 
fact in the minor results of these elec- 
tions, for there are 12 seats given to 
the Jaimistas,- 12 to the Reformistas, 11 
to the Independents, 8 to the Mauris- 
tas, 10 to the Regionalists and nine 
others to the Agrarians, the Socialists, 
the Catholics and the Nationalists. It 
is an interesting distribution. 


Royalty 

Towards the close of the elections the 
King and Queen were still in the south, 
and his Majesty was very curious con- 
tinually to know the progress of the 
polls, and had information sent to him 
by the prime mjnister. This southern 
expedition by the King and Queen has 
been a distinct success. Their Majesties 
have not spared themselves in their ef- 
forts to please the Andalusian people. 
They have been nearly everywhere and 
seen much, from old Roman remains to 
the most modern arrangements for bet- 
tering the lot of humble Spaniards. 
There have been numerous visits of in- 
spection and ceremonies of inaugura- 
tion. And their Majesties have been 
enthusiastically received everywhere, 
particularly the Queen;’ towards whom 
the Spaniards seem more kindly dis- 
posed than ever they were before. 

In the capital there has come, with 
the spring, a new stirring of many ac- 
tivities. Programs of fresh government 
measures have been published. ‘The 
minister of public instruction has issued 
a notice of the reforms that he pro- 
poses to introduces into the technical 
and commercial schools, and, following 
‘the precedent of his predecessor, Sr. 
Bergamin, the present minister, Count 
Esteban Collantes, says that he will not 
create new commercial schools without 
introducing into their scheme and sys- 
tem new elements of a technical char- 
acter. ‘There are to be modifications in 
the entrance examinations, and formali- 
ties in connection with the faculties. 


_ New Industries 

Then the important question of the 
establishment of new industries is re- 
ceiving more attention. This. is the best 
time of the year for visiting Spain, and 
the th in particular. There are fewer 
traveling folk in these days than when 
there is no European war, but efforts

Again, increased attention is being

Spain The imtellectual relations be- 
tween Spaniards and Spanish Americans 
are being accentuated every day. The 
policy of intimacy with Spanish America 
embraces no perils and implies no dreams 
of imperialism. It demands no great 
effort, economical or otherwise, that 


the work .of cultural réconstruction 
which the present situation makes nec- 
essary et all costs, and which the coun- 
try has been quietly carrying out for 
some little time past. The opposite is 
the case. Whereas a policy of expansion 
in other directions involves sacrifices in- 
compatible with internal reconstruction, 
intimacy with Spanish America de- 
mands it as a first and fundamental 
condition.” 4 

And the minister believes that if the 
need for a special policy on these lines 
existed before the war, as it undoubt- 
edly did, it is much greater now, when 
it is overwhelmingly necessary. that 
those peoples in different parts of the 
world, who feel they have much in com- 
mon, should draw closer together. This 
shotild be the predominant feature of 
Spanish national policy in the near fu- 
ture. The markets of the world have 
been subjected by the war to a complete 
upheaval; nearly everything has to be 
begun over again. Here is Spain’s op- 
portunity, and one of thé main dir 
tions of it most clearly indicated. What 
& year ago was an 1 is today a grand 
necessity. 


Politics 

Weeks and even months have been de- 
voted, I will not say wasted, to discus- 
sions in the Congress and the Senate 
about the program for the new navy, 
and still there is doubt about it. The 
better part of thinking Spain begins to 
realize that matters like the one we 
have been considering snould instead 
take the foremost position in govern- 
mental deliberations. We have just seen 
how the complicated Spanish politics 
are muddled up with too many parties, 
but it does seem that there is room for 
one great new party which shall have, 
for its program the achievement of the 
objects set forth by Senor Avellaneda 
and the education of the Spanish people 
in regard to them. 

Just lately Spain has been less. dis- 
turbed by special incidents of the war 
than has been the case for a little while 
past, and there has been time to ¢on- 
sider a long list of military honors ‘that 
have been conferred for distinguished 
services in’ Spain’s own war .in the 
legions of Ceuta and Tetuan, from the 
beginning of January to the end of April 
of last year. The French ambassador 
in Madrid has communicated to the gov- 
ernment new conditions of traveling 
from Spain to France. Passports prop- 
erly viséd, and with photographs, are 
to be rigorously insisted upon.

The drill ground 
was. by no means large, as it consisted 
of a piece of waste ground in an angle

“The boys who were drilling had,” 
continues the -correspondent, “only un- 
dergone purely voluntary and unofficial

LONDON HEARS. 
TALK ON TOTAL 
ECLIPSE OF SUN 


Long Distances Had to Be ‘Trav- 
eled by Most Astronomers*Who 
_ Wished to Obtain Observations 


(Special to. The Christian Science Monitor) 

LONDON—The total eclipse of the 
sun which occurred last summer has re- 
ceived very little attention except from 
astronomers, but in a lecture on this 
subject at the Royal Institution” some 
interesting faets ‘were: related. 

The “best places from which to ;view 
the-eclipse were in, Sweden and Russia. 


‘Thus very long distances had to be 
traveled’ by most of the astronomers 
wha wished to obtain observations, and 
the difficulty. and uncertainty of secur- 
ing these observations can be gauged 
from the fact that one party journeyed 
all the way to the Crimea, to see this 
eclipse of just over two minutes dura- 
tion, and’ then they could scarcely see 
anything as the day was cloudy. . Riga, 
in. Rus3ja, was another place on the path - 
of the'eclipse, but’ Professor Fowler was 
stopped on his way-there by war. trans- 
port. At Hernésand in Sweden, however, | 
the day was clear, and useful observa- 
tions were obtained. ee 

Electricity: now plays; 2 most impor- 
tant part in astronomicak work. One 
new development used successfully at, 
Hernésand was an. eclipse. clock with | 
a.dial two feet in diameter and only one 
hand which traveled once round the dial. 
lin 129 seconds, that is, in the time the 
eclipse was expected to last. This cal- 
culation proved to be only five seconds 
out, the eclipse “really lasting 124 sec- 
onds.

Thesteps which it has taken to ease its 
burdens are, it is presumed, the ofily 
ones possible but they have not: met 
with favorable comment from the man 
in the street. At the beginning of the 
war, however, the action of the govern- 
ment was unanimously approved, when 
it nipped in the bud a food panic, by 
fixing a tariff for foodstuffs and articles 
of necéssity, such as fuel. It. also 
speedily issued a paper currency. ‘In 
other directions it has done less wisely, 
for it dismissed and is still dismissing 
numbers of state officials, while at the 
same time imploring private employers 
to retain, as far as _ possible! theiz 
employees. 

The railways, which are almost en- 
tirely state-owned and bring in a rev- 
enue of about £3,000,000 annually, 
show signs of decreased prosperity’ in 
spite of, and perhaps because: of, in- 
creased fares and freights. The. price 
of telegrams has been doubled, in order: 
chiefly, it was reported, to relieve the 
censors of inland telegrams, but. it 
brought a harvest to the telephone 
company, which is not a state monop- 
oly, as commercial houses found it 
cheaper to use the trunk lines rather;

Public Works 


Important ‘public works, many. of 
them started under the initiative of 
Lord Kitchener, such as the Behera 
drainage scheme,,which is to add many 
thousands of acres to the cultivable 
area of Egypt, and the completion of 
the Cairo town drainage scheme, have 
been stopped. This has thrown a great 
many laborers out of work, as well as 
officials of higher grade. On the other 
hand, owing to the recall of the French 
conscripts, the removal of Germans, and 
the volunteering of many Englishmen, 
both in and outside government employ- 
ment, and the creation of new clerical 
posts, gsuch-as those of the censorship, 
there has been far less unemployment 
among the professions than would have 
been expected. 

The working classes have, as is 
everywhere the case, been. hard hit, but 
there has been remarkably little public 
disturbance owing to unemployment. 
At the end of August and the beginning 
of September,~- before certain .. relief 
works for laborers were put in hand, 
there were some mild street demonstra- 
tiéns in Alexandria and ‘Cairo and, 
later on, during the -cotton picking, a 
more serious, though very short-lived 
disturbance in the provinces. They were 
speedily ended and had the effect of 
stimulating the authorities to send back 
numbers of men in the larger towns to

FRENCH TRADE.

New Law in Effect Provides That 
All Commercial Transactions |i 
> With. the Countries at War 
With F rance Are Prohibited

PARIS, France ~The French Chamber 
has recently devoted a sitting to the 
discussion of the law prohibiting com- 
mercial relations between France and 
Germany and Austria-Hungary. Some

The effect of the law is that all com- 
mercial transactions with the coun- 
tries with which France is at war’ are 
prohibited, even those covered by the 
service of an intermediary. It is to ap- 
ply equally Ao all business entered into 
between Aug. 4 last and the present 
date, and to all future business until 
otherwise decreed. Commercial trans- 
actions of this character entered into 
prior to Aug. 4 are subject to special 
regulations of annulment which are to 
be determined by the local civil tribu; 
nals. Very heavy penalties are to be 
enforced in case of a breach of the law. 

One of the deputies, M. Guernier, com- 
plained ‘that the new law was not suf- 
‘ficiently severe and especially objected } 
to the manner in which the govern- 
ment had applied the sequestration law 
in the past. In reply M. Briand, the min- 
ister of justice, explained that the ob- 
ject of: sequestration was to defeat their 
opponents’ commercial activity. The 
action of the administration was not 
yet complete, but it had nevertheless al- 
ready under control all the enemy’s 
business houses. Property and goods 
which were subject to sequestration 
could not be appropriated by the 
treasury, but could only be held by the 
authorities as a sort of pledge and had 
to be preserved, as far as possible, in 
the same state as at the date of their 
seizure, so. that they could eventually 
be disposed of-as the Legislature might 
direct, in the general settlement of ac- 
counts. The minister added that the 
most stringent directions had been is- 
sued to the local authorities throughout 
France to insure strict dealing with all 
the property seized. 

He could inform the Chamber that, 
in spite of the immense labor involved | 
in the process of sequestrating the 
enemy’s property, it had been carried 
out rigorously and regularly, even if 
not to the extent that some of them 
wished. There were at the present mo- 
ment some 8000 cases in which seizures 
had been made. Some members com- 
plained, he said, that the sequestra- 
tions had not been treated. like ordinary 
liquidations, vjz.,an immediate sale made 
of the property and goods seized.

Me Rane Explains Why Homes 
tor. Feathered. Friends Are 
Needed: in These Days of 


ie Forestry Activity 


* Gunes of ‘woodlands in Massachusetts 
are being educated to set up bird houses 
of proper character and otherwise to 
protect songbirds and to encourage their 
local habitation as a result of efforts 
of the state department of forestry, 
says Frank W. Rane, state forester, in 
his annual report. All localities through- 
out the state are being interested in the 
work which Mr. Rane described as 
“fascinating.” 

Enact 
to regulate bird and animal life gener- 
ally is favored by the forester. He 
says trees and birds are closely asso- 
ciated ‘in the minds of all naturalists 
and none ate more interested in bird 
protection than the foresters.- 

Birds, says Mr. Rane, are the guar- 

dians.of our forest and shade trees and 
orchards of the farmer. 
this safeguarding the trees themselves 
offer their hospitable branches as nest- 
ing sites for the birds, and stretch over 
them a canopy of green as a shelter, 

‘Some species of birds do not build 
_ nests among the branches, but excavate 
“holes in the soft trunks and branches of 
trees, and still others, not able to ex- 
cavate homes for themselves, use these 
vacated apartments of the woodpecker 
family, and also the nesting boxes, offered 
by their human friends. All of the birds 
having this nesting habit are of the 
most beneficial species, from the fact 
that their food is composed largely of 
insects“and we should in every possible 
manner encourage their numbers to in- 
crease. 

Useless trees and branches are re- 


_' moved by the forester, wha at the same 


time unwittingly «destroys the future 
nesting site of a woodpecker. In order 
to provide nesting places, and at the 


same ttme promote the welfare of the 


forest, we must place in open spots, and 
along the borders of the woods, nesting 
boxes. 
Bradford A. Scudder, secretary of the 
' Massachusetts Fish and Game Protec- 
tive ‘Association, gives us the proper 
‘dimensions and descriptions necessary 
to build various kinds of: bird boxes. 
Mr. Seudder and his association are very 
active in the work of caring for birds, 
having distributed tons of food for. them 
in winter and offering for sale at small 
cost bird boxes of all kinds, etc. 
Nesting boxes may be fastened to the 
trunk *6f a tree, or one of its large 


+ branches, care being taken that no inter- 
_ yening branches will prevent an easy in- 


gress nnd exit by the occupants of the 
box. . 

After a careful study of the subject, 
the state ornithologist became convinced 
that spraying was a benefit rather than 
a hindrance to bird life. Where the 
trees are not sprayed, and defoliation 


| _ takes place, the birds are the first to 


‘leave. Where the foliage is retained by 
spraying, thus giving shade and protec- 
tion, here birds are found in large num- 
bers. 

For further information on bird-house 
construction the reader is referred to 
Farmers Bulletin No. 609, United States 
department of agriculture, Washington, 
D. ©. This bulletin is sent free upon 
application and is very valuable. 

A new handbook, “The Conservation 
of our Wild Life,” published by the 
Massachusetts Fish and Game Protective 
Association, treats on methods. of\ at- 
tracting and increasing our useful. birds 
and the establishment of sanctuaries.

A professor from the Pacific coast 
writes announcing his belief that there 
has been “a general abdication of the 
college faculties from their rightful posi- 
tion as educators. The college teacher 
needs to become once more a real teacher 
and ceasé being a mere purveyor of un- 
related information. He must be a man 
—not merely a carrier of facts or of 
formal training, but a mam with a real 
world of meaning for his students. We 
have had enough of the impersonal man 
in the-undergraduate work.” 

“Put them all in small classes,” is 
the solution advanced by a southern col- 
lege instructor for a better relationship 
between the teacher and the taught. 

The president of a large eastern uni- 
versity, an eminent educational author- 
ity, believes that when the object and 
purpose and: chief reason for the exist- 
ence of colleges are made clear to both 
students and teachers, the result is a 
common motive which furnishes a guide 
for both student and professor. Accord- 
ing to. this educator, the common motive 
is, or should be, to prepare young, men 
for public service. 


"A teacher of natural science in a New 

York University has this to say: 

“The college professor should come in- 
to touch with the new coming freshmen; 
[I would have the seniors taught by the 
preceptors or junior staff. The junior 
teachers should give the lectures; and 
the more experienced men conduct the 
quizzes ofy recitation exercises, The pro- 
fessor should know the men betteré on 
the common ground of their manhood,

What do you consider the first qualifi- 
cation of a successful teacher? 

A widely known professor of the new 
“modern side” University of Leeds said’ 
that, in his judgment, successful Eng- 
lish teachers require “character, breadth 
of knowledge and intellectual sympathy 
and freedom from the pedantry which 
has hampered English education in the 
past. 99 

A teacher of the University. of Cam- 
bridge finds the first qualification of a 
successful school master to be “genial- 
ity.” He would place the emphasis 
strongly upon making character ‘rather 
than upon making scholars. 

One statement, which came from ‘one 
of the most successful tutors at Oxford 
University regarding his own experience 
as a teacher, is impressive. It certainly 
is not characterized by pedantry, but is 
as simple and natural as the man who 
gave it. It is as follows: 


not think they can be treated in a 
wholesale way. Each one must dev relop 
his own nature differently. My first aim 
is to teach them what they have come 
heré to-learn, so far as I can, and‘if pos- 
sible to make them keen on this work. 
Then, if possible, I like to get to know 
them and after that—well, I feel I get a 
lot of good for being with them, and 
hope they don’t lose by being with me.” 

The English teachers particularly em- 
phasized their belief that: masters and 
professors must enter into the whole 
life.of boys, including their games; that 
the, teacher should secure and’ have -at 
hand a surplus of knowledge -beyond 
any teaching requirements. “The train- 
ing Of self-reliance, self-government and 
the ‘spirit of give and take,” was urged 
by the head master of one of England's 
great public schools. 

Such mingled testimony of English 


much. of thoughtfulness, and should be 
pondered well by those interested in edu- 
cation, both as teachers, students and 
parents. Running through .it all there, 
is a noticeable strain of emphasis upon 
arrangements that will make it possible 
for a teacher of large abilities to meet 
men’ in groups sufficiently small to en- 
able him to help the individual pupil to 
profit by his experience. 

Since it is to the teacher rather than 
the school building that the average 
collegian looks back in memory, it seéms 
apparent, that new stress should be laid 
in all modern educational planning upon

The explanation of this wonderful feat 
of sending the sound of a voiee across 
the continent in one-fifteenth of a sec- 
ond is found in the fact that it is not 
sound, or air, waves which are trans- 
mitted, but electrical waves. Electrical 
waves have a speed of 56,000 miles per 
second. When you speak into a tele- 
phone transmitter’the sound waves of 
your voicesarg converted into electrical 
waves. ThéSe* waves travel Over the 
wire to the. telephone receiver at the 
rate of 56,000' miles per second, and 
the receiver picks up _ these electrical 
waves and transforms them into air 
waves so that the sound of the Voice 
is: accurately reproduced although the 
a¢tual sound of the voice of the speaker 
goes no farther than the transmitter 
into which he speaks. 

This seems simple, but it-is really a 
most complex problem. These waves, 
having been faithfully converted. from 
air waves into electrical “waves and 
sent out on their journey over the line, 
must not interfere. with each other; 
they must not tumble over each other, 
so to speak, or get in each other’s. way; 
they. must /be ‘sent out, nearly 50,000}, 
of them, every minute. Some of them 
have one shape and some another.

Increase in: Buildings Focuses At- 
tention on Volunteer Fire De- 
partment in Chilean City |. 


SANTIAGO, Chile—With a population 
of 335,000 and a constantly extending 
suburban residential territory} Santiago’s 
thunicipal administration has been tak- 
ing measures to safeguard the interests 
of ‘the public so far as the financial 
means make this possible. 

._ Most of the buildings fn this capital 
are of one story, and there are many two 
stories high. In the center of the city, 
especially in the shopping districts, 
there are a fairly large number of three- 
story buildings, and also a few four- 
story structures.

adherence to Spanish-American | tradi- | 
tions seems still characteristic, and this | 
ean be said-about the educated classes, | 
as well @s about the naseest of the | 
country folk. | 

Idyllic surroundings constitute one of | 
the charms of Salvador, and when one, 
for instance, happens along the country- 
side and observes how a couple of 
women are drawing water from some 
well that may have served the Spanish 
conquerors in the years long gone ‘by, 
the scene is one not. easily forgotten. 
Simplicity is a characteristic of Salva- 
dorans;‘although in this capital and the 
few other towns of consequence modern 
influence-is at play, without, however, 
detracting in the least from the natural- 
ness of the people. 

When it is said that Salvadotans live 
apart from the Atlantic coast influence, 
this must not be thought to imply that | 
the educated classes are untouched by | 
ideas originating elsewhere. Quite to| 
the contrary, whoever finds it possible

BRAZIL TAXES 
CATALOGUES AS 
TF LITERATURE 


SAO PAULO, Brazil—Those -who an- 
ticipate doing business with Brazil ‘would 
find it: to. their advantage, first to find 
out exactly what is necessary in order’to 
send samples. and catalogues to this 
republic. 

Complaints are heard that catalogues | 
are not always ‘delivered. The reason 
may .be that. since there is a customs 
duty on.-catalogues as -printed books, 
those. to whom. they are directed do’ not: 
wish to pay for such literature of trade. 
Sometimes-the duty -on a catdlogue may 
be as high.as $2.. Samples also are sub- 
ject ‘to. duty,-but 90 per cent of this is’ 
refunded‘ upon the proof of reexporta- 
tion “within® 12) months.

Decobative Pusch Represent Five 
Mam, Phases of the Construc- | 
* ton of Canal 


BALBOA, C: Z.—The decorative paint- 
ings for the administration building at 
Balboa Heights, comprising the only 
ornamentation in the building, have been 
installed*in the rotunda. They were 
executed by W. B. Van Ingen, assisted 
by C..T. Berry and Ira Remsen. Mr. 
Van.Ingen has done similar work for 
various buildings in. the United States, 
including the congressional library at 
Washington, the mint at Philadelphia, 
and the court room in one of the public 
buildings of Indianapolis. 

The contract with Mr, Van Ingen was 
entered into.in March, 1914, and called 
for the decoration of approximately 


b 1000 Square feet of surface in the ro- 


tunda, at a price of $25 per foot- It 
was specified that the paintings were 
to represent various phases of the con- 
struction of the canal. Most of the 
work is reproduced from sketches made 
by the artist before the contract was 
entered into. The finished area is about 
958 square feet. 

There jare five paintings, consisting 
of four panels and a frieze. The panels 
represent Culebra cut at Gold hill, con- 


struction of the spillway in Gatun dam; 


construction , of a lock gate, and con- 
struction of a lock at Miraflores. The 
frieze is a panorama of operations in 
the digging of Culebra cut, and consists 
of spaces in the foreground, showing 
construction work, including dynamite 
gangs, steamshovels, transportation of 
spoil, and illustrations of types of ma- 
chines used, alternating with spaces 
showing the opposite bank of the cut. 
Although there is a wealth of detail in 
the paintings, they are perhaps most 
impressive for their massive seale, which 
purports to represent the spirit of the 
work here in construction days. 

In order to attain a desirable setting, 
the white walls of the rotunda surround- 
ing the paintings were tinted and a 
soft light is thrown on the pictures by 
a circle of: electric lemps concealed in 
thé .dome. The artists’ work has re- 
ceived’ favorable comment, and the ro- 
tunda has been visited by numbers ‘of 
residents of the Canal Zone and tourists.

“Under all the circumstances,” he said, 
“T am clearly of the opinion that further 
penalties may not justly be exacted, and 
that the threat of exaction is entirely 
inconsistent with the public interest.” 

Mr. Anderson gave figures to show 
that the stockholders, even without the 
additional penalty proposed ‘by the pub- 
lie service comthission, are to be penalized 
to the extent of more than $14,000,000 
for the mismanagement of the past, this 
item consisting of the $4,000,000 deficit, } 
$5,000,000 in dividends already passed, 
and as much more to be passed within 
the next two years. 

“Considering the almost certainty of 
an assessment on the Boston & Maine

Public Service Proposals 
Communication giving the opinion of 

the public service commission with re- 

gard to the redraft of Senate bill No. 


462 recently prepared by the subcom- 
mitteetof the legislative committee on 
railroads, was read. Substantial changes 
in section 4 are proposed. 

“It seems to the commission,” the let- 
ter says, “that the weight of argument 
is in favor of permitting any stock- 
holder whose stock is reduced and who 
subscribes for the new issue of preferred 
sHares to receive back stock to the full 
amount of the reduction. Consequently, 
in line 39 we propose inserting the words 
“and equal to the amount of such redu:- 
tion.” 

“The last sentence of this. section 
seems to us also to require some change 
and amplification. Under this section, 
conceivably, the Boston & Maine might 
be authorized to issue many millions of 
dollars of new 6 per cent preferred stock, 
The proceeds of any such stock issue 
should, in the judgment of the com- 
mission, be applicable only to purposes 
approved by the commission substanti- 
ally in accordance with the general law, 
now section 16 of chapter. 784 of the 
acts of 1913. Accordingly we propose tie 
substitution of the following language 
in lieu of the last.sentence beginning ia 
line 49 of section 4:

80 ‘is- 
sued may be applicd to the extent that 
the public service commission shall, af- 
ter notice and a public hearing, ‘approve

Japanese Colonization in. Brazil 


Tue fact that of late nothing is heard about Japan's contem- 
plated colonization in South America, more. especially in Brazil, is 
easily enough explained when it 1s considered how the. eastern 
empire is at present engaged. It is possible, nevertheless, that 
Nippon has not entirely given up the scheme to settle many of its 
subjects in America, and it is necessary only to investigate the elab- 
orate plans prepared for making this colonization effective to be 
convinced that, as soon as world-affairs permit attention to such a 
purpose, Japan as a government may facilitate migration to B azil, 
where the authorities have prepared the way. 

Details of the emigration scheme were explained by the Tokio 
press a little more than two years ago. From what came out then 
it appeared that as early as 1908 a syndicate had been formed which 
sent Aoyagi Ikutaro to Brazil to enter into an arrangement with 
the Sao Paulo state government for bringing a large number of 
Japanese families actoss the Pacific. A bill to that effect passed 
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_‘mnultitude of restrictions, the abundance of canned goods brings no

re Sao Paulo Congress in. March, 1912. It 1 was stignlabid that, 


for every fifty families settled there was to be paid the colonizers , 
a considerable sum of money, and they were to be granted such 
other privileges as would speedily convert the virgin land into agri- 
cultural communities. 

Following the foregoing arrangement the syndicate felt obliged 
to transfer its privileges to a new company, and Baron Kondo was 
one of the movers to-make it possible for the colonization plan to 
be adhered to as first conceived. | There is reason to believe that had 
not the war broken out in Europe, with its accompanying eastern 
feature, memiecation on a large scale from Japan would: now be in 


: progress. 


Whether the agrietienin between the Sao Paulo state authori- 
ties and the Japanese company ate so hard and fast as to preclude 
withdrawal is not known, but possibly influence sufficiently strong 
may yet be brought to bear to make the colonization plan impractical, 
at least for.some time after Europe.sees a restoration of peace. 
Perhaps the.alteréd conditions in the Orient may lead the promoters 
of the emigration scheme to look nearer*home for. the settling of 
surplus population, rather than to risk an issue in a land so far 
removed as is Brazil. ‘ 


~ Temperance Cause in the United Kingieie: 


AumosT daily the cause, of temperance and the good results 
to which it leads are receiving more prominent notice. The chan- 


cellor of the exchequer, speaking to his constituents at Bangor, had- ‘ 


something very definite to say on the matter, and there can be no 
misunderstanding his meaning when he referred to workmen at the 
various factories. He stated that the lure of drink was responsible 
for their refusal to work full time, and that their way of spending 
their leisure was the cause of impaired strength and efficiency.’ He 
also called attention to the fact that,the government was armed 
with full powers for the defense of the realm, and intended to use 
them, wisely, with moderation, yet quite fearlessly, and with the 
assurance that the country ‘would support their activities. But per- 
haps the most striking statement-was one referring to Russia, when

he pointed out that, after again calling attention to the good effects _ 


already apparent there, such as increase in savings, and diminution 
of crime, Mr. Bark, the: Russian minister of finance, stated that 
the productivity of labor, the'output of work by workmen, has gone 
up 30 and 50 per cent. _When asked how the people stood the 
prohibition, Mr. Bark remarked that if he proposed to return to the 
former conditions there would be a revolution in Russia. Jt would 
seem that this conclusive proof of increased moral and _ physical 
efficiency and general betterment of conditions, of which Russia 
affords such a noticeable example, is already having a most marked 
effect elsewhere, and it would be difficult to limit its possibilities 
for good in the near — 


Twelve-Hour Day for Women in U. S. A. 


E1cur hours constitutes a labor day in nearly all the states and 
possessions Of the United States. For reasons that cannot be 
changed by statute there are many exceptions to the rule. It is a 
rule that is mainly applied to the wage-earner; it cannot always be 
applied even to him. To take some examples of the letter of the 
eight-hour law: In Massachusetts eight hours. constitutes a day’s 
work for all laborers, workmen and mechanics employed by or ‘on 
behalf of the commonwealth, or any county therein, or of any city or 
town in the commonwealth upon acceptatice of the statute by a 
majority of the voters present and voting dn the same at any general 
election. In Illinois eight hours constitutes a legal day’s work in,all 


mechanical employments, except. on farms and when otherwise ~ 


agreed ; the.law does not apply to service -by thesyear, month,or week. 
In Pennsylvania eight hours of labor is deemed and held by law to bé 
a legal day’s work in all cases of labor and service’ by the day where 
there is no agreement or. contract to the contrary. This does not 
apply to farm labor, or to service by year, month or week. In Penn- 
sylvania enginéers and hoisting workmen at anthracite coal mines 
may work but eight hours a day. . In New York eight hours consti- 


tutes a day’s work on highways, whether directly or. by contractors or 


sub-contractors; also for all classes of employees, except in farm or 
domestic labor, although overwork for extra pay -is: permitted in 
private.employment. 

Agitation for shortening the hours of labor for men, women and 
children in continuous industries has been carried on in all parts of 
the United States without intermission in recent years, and in no 
part of the country more vigorously than in the state of New York.. 
Here, too, there has been no cessation of agitation for protective 
legislation in behalf of women and child workers. 
been regarded as a forward state in this latter respect, a fact largely 
due to numerous revelations in the state of a shocking’ character with 
regard to the conduct of factories. At present N ew. York has a 
stringent law regulating the hours of continuous’ employment for 
women and children, but as a result of pressure brought to bear by 
the fruit and vegetable canning establishments of the northern part 
of the. state,.a bill has just passed the Senate at Albany, and now 
goes to the Governor, which ‘ ‘permits’ women and children to ignore 
this statute. If the measure shall become law, women and 
children “may” work seventy-two hours a week in the canneries. 
One senator, a foremost advocate of the measure, declared that the 
passage of the seventy-two hour bill meant liberty to hundreds of 
young men- and women, ‘who want to, be real producers and who 
don’t want.the Legislature to hinder them,” as if there could be any 
liberty worth mentioning ‘for those who labor continuously in a 
canning factory for half the hours of all the working days of every 


week. - 


A great deal was said in the debate on this méasure about allow- 


ing those who want to. work 12,hours a‘day the privilege of doing so, 
but it’ should not be forgotten that what may now be gtanted as a 
privilege to these people, if it is true that they setk it, is liable‘to be 
imposed upon them later without their consent and without extra. 
compensation. It has taken almodst fo 
recognition of the eight-hour law. The fight has been a sand: one, 
Such examples in reaction as that‘which New York threatens to- set 
the sister states will, we are convinced, be hurtful, not helpful, to 
producers and to production. It is not, we take it, because the women 
and children in, the New York canneries ‘like to work’ twelve hours 
a day that they seek it; it is more likely because they’ do-not now : 
receive a fair day’s wage for a fair day’s work. They need the
